Large Crow ds of People from the Country

The second annual celebration of 
Labor Day iu this city on Monday was 
a great success in many ways, al­ 
though rain prevented the 
sports 
from being thoroughly enjoyed in the 
afternoon and evening. 
Tcity 
was thronged with 
large 
crowds of people throughout the day. 
The shops, mill and every other place 
where labor is employed was closed 
down for the day, and the people 
from the country Hocked in crowds 
in every kind of conveyances. 
The 
stores and business places about town 
were all closed after 9 a. 111, and in­ 
coming trains from the surrounding 
towns 
brought 
additions 
to 
the 
crowds. 
At 10:30 a special arrived 


011 the 15. & N. M. bringing over ‘200 
people from Walker, Lothrop and 
other poiiits. The City band and the 
N. P. baud appeared early 
011 the 
streets and 
discoursed 
delightful 
music, which seemed to bring out the 
town people iu large numbers. 
The first entertainment of the day 
was the ball game between the Brain­ 
erd club and the Little Falls club. 
The game was spirited and finely con­ 
tested the first five innings, with the 
chances in favor of the Little Falls 
boys, but during the fifth inning the 
home pitcher played out and the vis­ 
itors had a walk-a-way t he balance of 
the game. 
In fact the visitors out­ 
class the home team, made up as we 
understand it was, of several ex-league 
players from the Twin Cities. 
The 
score iu the morning was 12 to 22. 
The patade occurred 
about 
11 
o’clock, the first division forming 011 
Main street with right on 4th, and the 
second on Main street with right rest­ 
ing on 6th.

entered O m durm an, the capital of H ah- 
diam, a t 4 o’clock this afternoon a t 
th e head of Hie Anglo-Egyptlan col­ 
umn, a fte r completely routing the der­ 
vishes and dealing 
a death 
blow to 
M ahdnin. 
Roughly 
our 
losses w ere 
200, w hile thousands of the dervishes 
w ere killed or wounded. 
L ast night 
th e Anglo-Egyptian arm y encam ped at 
Agaisa, eight 
miles from O m durm an. 
T he dervishes w ere three miles distant. 
A t daw n to day our cavalry, patrolling 
tow ard O m durm an, discovered the en­ 
emy advancing to the attac k in battle 
array, 
chanting 
w a r 
songs. 
T heir 
front consisted of in fan try and cav­ 
alry stretched 
out for 
three or four 
miles. 
Countless 
ban n ers 
fluttered 
over their m asses and tho copper and 
brass drum s resounded through the 
aeried ranks of th e savage w arriors, 
w ho advanced unw averingly, w ith all 
Their 01*1 Time Ardor. 
O ur Infantry 
formed up 
outside the 
camp. A t 7:20 a. rn. the enem y crowded 
th e ridges above the 
cam p 
and ad ­ 
vanced steadily 
in 
enveloped 
form. 
At 7:30 our artillery opened fire, w hich 
w as answ ered by the dervish riflemen. 
T heir attack developed to our left, and, 
In accordance w ith 
their 
traditional 
tactics, they sw ept down the hillside 
w ith the design of rushing our flank. 
B ut th e w ithering fire m aintained for 
fifteen m inutes 
by all o u r 
line fru s­ 
trated tho attem pt, and the dervishes 
balked, sw ept tow ard o u r center, upon 
w hich they concentrated a fierce a t­ 
tack. 
A large force of horsemen, try ­ 
ing to face a continuous Hail of bullets

H ighlanders, the 
Lincolnshire regim ent and the Soudan­ 
ese w as literally sw ept aw ay, leading 
to the w ith d raw al of the entire body, 
w hose dead strew ed 
the field. 
Tile 
bravery of th e dervishes can hardly lie

Reformed for a Supreme Effort. 
W hen the dervishes w ithdrew behind

troops surm ounted the crest adjoining 
the Nile the 
Soudanese on our right 
came into contact w ith tho enemy, who 
had reform ed under cover of a rocky 
eminence, and had m assed beneath th e 
black stan d ard of th e khalifa in order 
to m ake a suprem e effeort to retrieve 
th e fortunes of the day.

Menes, was a m ythical 
person, like 
C a d m u s of Thebes, and old Anchises, 
and m a n y o th e r worthies, who, in s i m ­ 
pler times, were regarded as real men. 
T o Menes was ascribed by the an c ie n t 
E g y p tia n s the canals of E g y pt and the 
union of upper and lower E gypt into 
one kingdom. 
Last year a tomb was 
discovered n ear Thebes, and now Dr. 
B o rc h a rd t 
has 
identified 
th a t 
to m b 
with that of Menes, who tu r n s out to 
h ave been a real ch aracter. 
T he hones 
a nd the seal of Menes, whose body 
was burned, not em balm ed, an d the 
inscription in which lie calls himself 
the king of u pper and lower Egypt, 
have been so clearly identified t h a t it 
would a p p e a r th e re is little g ro u n d for 
doubt. 
At least the a u th o rity of M. de 
Morgan 
and 
Dr. 
B orchardt 
c a n n o t 
lightly be set aside a n d they a re agreed 
to this tom b being t h a t of 
th e 
real 
founder of the first E g y p tia n dynasty. 
In o th e r words, Menea was no m yth, 
but a real h u m a n being, the founder of 
a k ingdom which endured, u nder the 
guidance 
of 
a 
g re a t and powerful 
priesthood, for t h o u s a n d s of years. 
It 
is clear t h a t th e re is far more in a n ­ 
cient tradition th a n the skepticism of 
m o d e rn historians, especially 
of 
the 
G e rm a n school, has been w ont to a d ­ 
mit. 
Much of the old R o m a n tra d itio n 
set aside by N ie b u h r h a s now been v i n ­ 
dicated beyond all d ispute by tiie a c t u ­ 
al evidence of brick and stone. 
T he 
biblical records, which some of the c ri­ 
tics tried to dissolve in to th in air, have 
been justified by tangible evidence. One 
school of critics resolved A b ra h a m into 
a sun m yth, blit th e personality of the 
m ig h ty founder of tiie m ost tenacious 
race in h u m a n h isto ry stan d s out again 
in its im posing outlines. 
The G erm an 
a dvanced criticism of the new te s ta ­ 
ment lias been pretty severely h andled 
by the still new er critics with the latest 
learning. 
It seems n o t unlikely 
th a t 
m u c h of an c ie n t h istory will be re c o n ­ 
structed, not as the subjective critics 
who evolved cam els o u t of their m oral 
consciousness imagined, but by a very 
s u b sta n tia l incorporation of much th a t 
was held to be legendary or m ythical 
into the surer h isto ry of the future. T he 
new history calls archeology, cranio- 
logy and inscriptions to its aid, and so 
e a r n s for itself a position of stre n g th 
w hich before our cen tu ry 
was 
u n ­ 
known. TUs stra n g e parad o x is b ro u g h t 
a bout that the f u r t h e r we are rem oved 
from a n cien t tim e s th e m ore we know 
a b o u t them. 
In a special degree it m ay 
he said th a t a fairly complete recon­ 
stru ctio n of E g y p tia n history a n d reli­ 
gion would he a most im p o rta n t c o n tr i­ 
bution to the know ledge of the history 
of m a n k in d , and this knowledge seems 
to be on the point of being obtained. 
According to M. de Morgan, real E g y p ­ 
tian history begins w ith a race of con­ 
q uerors whose origin was probably in 
Babylonia. 
T h ey b ro u g h t with them 
w heat a n d barley, the ox, the sheep, the 
goat, th e beginnings of writing, and 
p erh aps th e use of tools. 
T hey blended 
with the primitive race living in the 
stone age, and from that, union the his­ 
torical E g y p tia n s proceeded. 
it was 
this mixed race which built the p y r a ­ 
mids and temples. So far, if M. de Mor­ 
gan is to be relied on, and there are 
few m ore 
tr u s tw o r th y 
investigators, 
have the researches into the h isto ry of 
old E g y p t led us, an d it is a long way.

A 
very 
interesting 
discovery has 
been made by Dr. Borchardt of the 
Glzoh museum, which adds immensely 
to our knowledge of early Egyptian 
history, provided it. is fully sustained, 
says the London Chronicle. The schol­ 
ars have hitherto told us th at the or­ 
igins of Egyptian history were w rap­ 
ped in absolute obscurity, and in p a r­ 
ticular th at the founder of the first 
Egyptian dynasty, whose name was 
Menes, was a mythical person, like 
Cadmus of Thebes, and old Anchises, 
and many other worthies, who, in sim­ 
pler times, were regarded as real men. 
To Menes was ascribed by the ancient 
Egyptians the canals of Egypt and the 
union of upper and lower Egypt into 
one kingdom. 
Last year a tomb was 
discovered near Thebes, and now Dr. 
Borchardt 
has identified th at tomb 
with th at of Menes, who turns out to 
have been a real character. The bones 
and the seal of Menes, whose body 
was burned, not embalmed, and the 
inscription in which he calls himself 
the king of upper and lower Egypt, 
have been so clearly identified th at it 
would appear there is little ground for 
doubt. 
At least the authority of M. de 
Morgan 
and 
Dr. 
Borchardt 
cannot 
lightly be set aside and they are agreed 
to this tomb being th a t of 
the 
real 
founder of the first Egyptian dynasty. 
In other words, Menes was no myth, 
but a real hum an being, the founder of 
a kingdom which endured, under the 
guidance 
of 
a 
great and powerful 
priesthood, for thousands of years. 
It 
is clear th at there is far more in a n ­ 
cient tradition than the skepticism of 
modern historians, especially 
of 
the 
German school, has been wont to ad­ 
mit. 
Much of the old Roman tradition 
set aside by Niebuhr has now been vin­ 
dicated beyond all dispute by the actu­ 
al evidence of brick and stone. 
The 
biblical records, which some of the cri­ 
tics tried to dissolve into thin air, have 
been Justified by tangible evidence. One 
school of critics resolved Abraham into 
a sun myth, but the personality of the 
mighty founder of the most tenacious 
race in human history stands out again 
in its imposing outlines. 
The German 
advanced criticism of tho new testa­ 
m ent has been pretty severely handled 
by the still newer critics with the latest 
learning. 
It seems not unlikely 
that 
much of ancient history will be recon­ 
structed, not as the subjective critics 
who evolved camels out of their moral 
consciousness imagined, hut by a very 
substantial incorporation of much that 
was held to be legendary or mythical 
into the surer history of the future. The 
new history calls archeology, cranio- 
logy and inscriptions to its aid, and so 
earns for itself a position of strength 
which before our century 
was 
u n ­ 
known. TM# strange paradox is brought 
about that the further we are removed 
from ancient times the more we know 
about them. In a special degree it may 
be said th at a fairly complete recon­ 
struction of Egyptian history and reli 
gion would be a most important contri­ 
bution to the knowledge of the history 
of mankind, and this knowledge seems 
to be on the point of being obtained. 
According to M. de Morgan, real Egyp­ 
tian history begins with a race of con­ 
querors whose origin was probably in 
Babylonia. 
They brought with them 
wheat and barley, the ox, the sheep, the 
goat, the beginnings of writing, and 
perhaps the use of tools. They blended 
with the primitive race living in the 
stone age, and from that union the his­ 
torical Egyptians proceeded. 
It was 
this mixed race which built the pyra­ 
mids and temples. So far, if M. de Mor­ 
gan is to be relied on, and there are 
few more 
trustworthy 
investigators 
have the researches into the history of 
old Egypt led us, and it is a long way

Dairy C om m ission er for Illinois. 
The position that Illinois has in the 
dairy Industry and dairy developments 
of the Northwest demands some 
o f ­ 
ficial representative of that branch of 
agriculture, not only for the purpose 
of enforcing such law 3 as may be en­ 
forceable regarding the fraudulent sale 
cf butter substitutes, but farther, to 
collect, preserve and compile statistics 
of the dairy industry in this gr< at 
state, so that outsiders may kuow what 
Illinois is doing in that line, says E l­ 
gin Dairy Report. 
We are having ap­ 
plications frequently for a list of the 
creameries, cheese factories and pri­ 
vate dairies of the state for business 
purposes, and are unable to furnish 
any such list. 
A dairy commissioner 
whose duty it would be 
to 
compile 
such a list from information furnished 
by the manufacturers of dairy products 
would be c very great advantage when 
we are asking for legislation to 
ad­ 
vance, conserve and preserve this in ­ 
dustry. 
Very few people in the state, 
and especially among our legislators, 
are posted as to the value and im ­ 
portance of the dairy industry of this 
state, and of the whole people of the 
state. 
The situation in Illinois is not 
creditable to the dairy farmers 
and 
creamerymen. 
There seems to be 
a 
woeful lack of “esprit du corps” among 
the creamerymen and dairymen. 
H av­ 
ing attained a position and held it for 
years, it would seem the part of good 
business to do everything they can to 
advance all matters pertaining to the 
production of milk and its manufacture 
into a merchantable product. 
Looking 
at t^e matter on the surface, many 
people are inclined to believe that v e 
have accomplished all, and that little 
more can be done; yet there are new 
problems coming forward continually 
tlial must be solved; new' methods of 
manufacturing.handling and putting on 
the market the product of the cow. 
Experiments in feeding and in cheap­ 
ening the cost of producing have been 
undertaken and are being 
carefully 
conducted by experiment stations in 
other states, yet this great state 
of 
Illinois lags behind. 
In the legislation 
that has been attempted for the last 
few years, this one idea of a dairy com­ 
missioner geems to have been left In 
the background, whereas, In our judg­ 
ment, a dairy commissioner with re a ­ 
sonable 
power, 
and 
a 
reasonable 
amount of money to carry on the work 
and duties of his office, could have done 
more 
to 
have 
consolidated 
and 
strengthened the dairy industry, than 
all the other things that have been 
partially accomplished by means 
of 
legislation. 
By all means let us have 
a bill before the next legislature that 
will provide for a state dairy commis­ 
sioner, whose business it will be to en­ 
force what laws we have regarding the 
manufacture and 
sale 
of adulterated 
dairy products, and also 
to 
compile 
statistics regarding the dairy in this 
great state with over a million milk 
cows devoted to the production of milk 
for all purposes, and an investment of 
several hundred 
million 
dollars 
In 
farms devoted to the 
production 
of 
milk. 
With a state dairy commission­ 
er, whose duty it shall be to compile 
these statistics, we shall have better 
grounds to work upon when we ask for 
legislation to help improve and foster 
this great industry. 


Cold Storage S hipm ent. 
Great things were expected of cold 
storage. 
By an improved system of 
cold storage facilities for meats, fruit 
and eggs, we have been told, Canada 
and the countries at a considerable dis­ 
tance from Great Britain would be able 
to compete on equal terms in her per­ 
ishable goods markets with the con­ 
tinental producers. 
After some expe­ 
rience with cold storage it becomes 
apparent that the expectations of m er­ 
chants have not in all branches of the 
trade been realized. 
At considerable 
expense a steamship service has been 
fitted out with refrigeration plant. 
A 
Glasgow importing house refers to this 
as follows: 
“As for putting eggs in 
cold storage on board these steamers, 
we think it is the worst thing for the 
eggs, because they run the refrigera- j 
tors at such a low temperature, with j 
the result that the shells of the eggs j 
often get very brittle, and the least i 
knock breaks them and causes a lot 
of damage to the eggs.” This firm has 
instructed all its packers not to ship a 
single egg under refrigerators, “as our ! 
experience this season is 
that 
eggs 
coming in under ordinary freight have 
been more satisfactory, and there is no 
doubt that when 
eggs 
are 
shipped 
fresh, for the short time they are on 
the voyage, they should be in perfect 
condition when they arrive here.” 
Un­ 
fortunately, all 
the consignments 
of 
eggs sent across the Atlantic are not 
fresh when they leave the forwarder’s 
hands. There is nothing that will make 
amends for delay in marketing eggs. 
It has been found th a t when eggs are 
taken from cold storage into a warmer 
temperature a moisture gathers on the 


6 hells, which, passing into the paste­ 
board cells used to pack them, causes | 
an objectionable mustiness and mold 
to form on 
both eggs 
and package, j 
This must prove a great hindrance in 
the way of the sale of the eggs, and 
leads merchants to prefer the domestic : 
eggs or those that have been imported 
without the assistance of refrigeration. I 
—Toronto Monetary Times.

743 dozen of eggs, broke them into cans 
and had the cans sealed and then froz­ 
en.

The uni­ 
versal testimony amongst old breeders 
of Galloways is that a pure bred Gallo­ 
way never had any trace of horns or 
scurs. 
T hat there have been horned 
cattle bred in Galloway, is well known 
for many years, some farmers in this 
section bred horned cattle both beef 
and dairy breed, and to outsiders this 
gave rise to the story that part of the 
Galloway cattle were horned and part 
polled, but oral 
testimony, 
handed 
down for many years, and that of men, 
who lived amongst the cattle, confirm 
the statement that any trace of scurs 
was always taken as an indication of 
impure blood. 
None of the old native 
breed of the pure Galloway ever had 
; horns. 
Professor Low, of Edinburgh. 
who carefully examined into this mat- 
i ter, says: “ Absence of horns has been 
for a long period a distinctive charac ­ 
teristic of the race.” 
So fixed in this 
character that, the produce of a pure­ 
bred Galloway bull with any breed of 
horned cows should give polled calved. 
No other breed of cattle will equal the* 
Galloway in this respect.—History of 
Galloway Cattle. 


Lice.—There is nothing quicker ir 
surer than spirits of turpentine poured 
on at the ends of the roosts, or wnere 
lice accumulate. 
It is dead shot and 
easily procured. 
Do not put it on the 
bodies of fowls or chicks.

R E C E N T IN V E N T IO N S . 


Marine propeller shafts are prevent­ 
ed from corroding by covering the ex­ 
posed portions with a coating of lead or 
other pliable metal. 
Corks aro treated with beeswax, pura- 
filn or other wax and then coated with 
gutta perehn, to replace rubber stop­ 
pers for bottles containing a d d s or 
fluids which evaporate easily, tho cork 
being cheaper than rubber. 
Envelopes can bo easily opened by 
a new device which is formed of a baee 
supporting two uprights with slots in 
the sides to guide a knife-blade driven 
down by a knob at the top to slice a 
thin strip from the edge of the letter. 
An 
improved

formed of a jacket to be 
buttoned 
around the wearer to support two quad­ 
rant-shaped inflated pockets extend­ 
ing from the sides of the garment un­ 
der the arms, the latter being left 
free. 
The neck of a non-reflllable bottle 
has a projection from one side of the 
top through which the cork Is pushed 
to tho highest point In the neck and 
then forced down tn the bottle by a 
pin placed at the top, the neck being 
broken in order to get the cork out. 
To indicate the distance traveled by 
railway

a 
bevel-gear wheel is 
mounted on the cur axle to mesh with 
a second wheel and drive a mechanical 
arrangement under the car, designed to 
run In either direction and 
turn 
a 
shaft connected with a set of dials 
Inside the car. 
Pavements can he kept clean by a 
new machine which has a receptacle 
mounted on wheels with a mouth ex­ 
tending down level with the pavement, 
brushes being arranged over the open­ 
ing to revolve and take up the dirt as 
the sweeper is pushed along by tho 
handle at the rear. 
To facilitate the access of air to tho 
flames and prevent the production of 
soot, a new acetylene burner i« formed

such a list from information furnished 
by the manufacturers of dairy products 
would be c- very great advantage when 
we are asking for legislation to 
ad­ 
vance, conserve and preserve this in­ 
dustry. 
Very few people in the state, 
and especially among our legislators, 
are posted as to the value and im­ 
portance of the dairy industry of this 
state, and of the whole people of the 
state. 
The situation in Illinois is not 
creditable to the dairy farmers 
and 
creamerymen. 
There seems to be 
woeful lack of “esprit du corps” among 
the creamerymen and dairymen. Hav 
ing attained a position and held it for 
years, it would seem the part of good 
business to do everything they can to 
advance all matters pertaining to the 
production of milk and its manufacture 
into a merchantable product. Looking 
at the m atter on the surface, many 
people are Inclined to believe that we 
have accomplished all, and that little 
more can be done; yet there are new 
problems coming forward continually 
I ta l must be solved; new methods of 
manufacturing,handling aud putting on 
the market the product of the cow. 
Experiments In feeding and in cheap­ 
ening the cost of producing have been 
undertaken and are being 
carefully 
conducted by experiment stations in 
other states, yet this great state 
of 
Illinois lags behind. In the legislation 
that has been attempted for the last 
few years, this one Idea of a dairy com­ 
missioner seems to have been left in 
the background, whereas, in our judg­ 
ment, a dairy commissioner with rea­ 
sonable 
power, 
and 
a 
reasonable 
amount of money to carry on the work 
and duties of his office, could have done 
more 
to 
have 
consolidated 
and 
strengthened the dairy industry, than 
all the other things that have been 
partially accomplished by means 
of 
legislation. 
By all means let us have 
a bill before the next legislature that 
will provide for a state dairy commis­ 
sioner, whose business it will be to en­ 
force what laws we have regarding the 
manufacture and 
sale 
of adulterated 
dairy products, and also 
to 
compile 
statistics regarding the dairy in this 
great state with over a million milk 
cows devoted to the production of milk 
for all purposes, and an investment of 
several hundred 
million 
dollars 
in 
farms devoted to the 
production 
of 
milk. W ith a state dairy commission­ 
er, whose duty it shall be to compile 
these statistics, we shall have better 
grounds to work upon when we ask tor 
legislation to help improve and foster 
this great industry. 


C o ld S to ra g e S h ip m e n t. 
Great things were expected of cold 
storage. 
By an improved system of 
cold storage facilities for meats, fruit 
and eggs, we have been told, Canada 
and the countries at a considerable dis­ 
tance from Great Britain would be able 
to compete on equal terms in her per­ 
ishable goods markets with the con­ 
tinental producers. 
After some expe­ 
rience with cold storage it becomes 
apparent that the expectations of mer­ 
chants have not in all branches of the 
trade been realized. 
At considerable 
expense a steamship service has been 
fitted out with refrigeration plant. 
A 
Glasgow importing house refers to this 
as follow’s: 
“As for putting eggs in 
cold storage on board these steamers, 
we think it is the worst thing for tho 
eggs, because they run the refrigera­ 
tors at such a low’ temperature, with 
the result that the shells of the eggs 
often get very brittle, and the least 
knock breaks them and causes a lot 
of damage to the eggs.” This firm has 
instructed all Its packers not to ship a 
single egg under refrigerators, “as our 
experience this season is 
that 
eggs 
coming in under ordinary freight have 
been more satisfactory, arid there is no 
doubt that when 
eggs 
are 
shippel 
fresh, for the short time they are on 
the voyage, they should be in perfect 
condition when they arrive here.” Un­ 
fortunately, all 
the consignments 
of 
eggs sent across the Atlantic are not 
fresh when they leave the forwarder’s 
bands. There is nothing that will make 
amends for delay In marketing eggs. 
It has been found that when eggs are 
taken from cold storage into a warmer 
temperature a moisture gathers on the 
•hells, which, passing into the paste­ 
board cells used to pack them, causes 
an objectionable mustiness and mold 
to form on 
both eggs 
and package. 
This must prove a great hindrance in 
the way of the sale of the eggs, and 
leads merchants to prefer the domestic 
eggs or those that have been imported 
without the assistance of refrigeration. 
—Toronto Monetary Times. 
Th# pith of the whole matter lies In 
the last lines of the first paragraph, 
says Farm Poultry. That “all are not 
trash when they leave the shippers’ 
bands,*' expresses a great deal.

H o rn le ss Q u a lity In th e G allo w ay * . 
Galloways are all hornless. The uni­ 
versal testimony amongst old breeders 
of Galloways Is that a pure bred Gallo­ 
way never had any trace of horns or 


s c u t s. 
That there have been horned 
cattle bred in Galloway, is well known 
for many years, some farmers in this 
section bred horned cattle both be°f 
and dairy breed, and to outsiders this 
gave rise to the story that part of the 
Galloway cattle were horned and part 
polled, but oral 
testimony, 
handed 
down for many years, and that of men, 
who lived amongst the cattle, confirm 
the statement that any trace of sours 
was always taken as an indication of 
impure blood. 
None of the old native 
breed of the pure Galloway ever hail 
horns. 
Professor Low, of Edinburgh, 
who carefully examined into this mat­ 
ter, says: “Absence of horns has been 
for a long period a distinctive charac ­ 
teristic of the race.’’ 
So fixed in this 
character that the produce of a pure 
bred Galloway bull with any breed of 
horned cows should give polled calved. 
No other breed of cattle will equal the 
Galloway in this respect.—History of 
Galloway Cattle. 


Lice.—There is nothing quicker or 
surer than spirits of turpentine poured 
on at the ends of the roosts, or wnerc 
lice accumulate. 
It is dead shot and 
easily procured. 
Do not put It on tho 
bodies of fowls or chicks. 
Kerosene 
oil poured on the roosts, etc., is an ex­ 
cellent preventative. 
Poultry houses 
should be white-washed Inside at leaat 
once a year with a pint of spirit^ of 
turpentine to a gallon of white-wash.

R E C E N T I N V E N T I O N S . 


Marine propeller shafts are prevent­ 
ed from corroding by covering the ex­ 
posed portions with a coating of lead or 
other pliable metal. 
Corks are treated with beeswax, para­ 
ffin or other wax and then coated with 
gutta percha, to replace rubber stop­ 
pers for bottles containing ad d s or 
fluids which evaporate easily, the cork 
being cheaper than rubber. 
Envelopes can be easily opened by 
a new device which is formed of a base 
supporting two uprights with slots in 
the sides to guide a kntfe-blade driven 
down by a knob at the top to slice a 
thin strip from the edge of the letter. 
An 
improved life-saving

formed of a jacket to be

around the wearer to support two quad­ 
rant-shaped inflated pockets extend­ 
ing from the sides of the garment un­ 
der tho arms, the latter being left 
free.

a second wheel and drive a mechanical 
arrangement under the car, designed to 
run in either direction and

Pavements can be kept clean by a 
new machine which has a receptacle 
mounted on wheels with a mouth ex­ 
tending down level with tho pavement, 
brushes being arranged over the open­ 
ing to revolve and take up the dirt as 
tho sweeper Ut pushed along by the 
handle at the rear.
